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THE GOVERNOR SHOULD ACT.

The disposition of the Governor to rely
on the means prepared for fighting the
cholora, as mdieated in his reply to an In.
quiry whether he would take action for
ralsing a temporary loan, is disappointing.
It shows that Governor Pattison hardly
apprecintes the gravity of the situation
and the importance of having everything
in readiness to fightthe disease if it makes
an appecrance.

We have the testimony of the State
Hoard of Health that it is unsupplied with
the funds necessary to make a vizorous
campaign, if it shonld become necessary.
The great and wealthy Stete of Penn-
gvivania has so stinted 1ts sanitary organl-
zation that in the time of need it Is unable
to provide the means of Isolation and pro-
teerion that Ohio and West Virginia have
in readiness. Any eare for the protection
of the people will take urgent mensures to
supply this need. It is true that it is nec-
ess .y to go ontside the regular routine to
raise the money; but the precedent set
In  the Jobhnstown case fully covers
the present emergency. The need is not
less imperative, as it involves the health
of 5,000 prople, and the requirement for
prompt action is equally urgent. It is be-
vond question that if the Governor will
take action the sum of $50,000 necessary
to pat the sanitary authorities in fishting
trim ean be raised in a few hours. There
should not be snother day’s delay in
domg so,

At th's writing it is reported that a ease
of cholemn has been discovered at Jean-
nette. 1t is to be hoped that the report
will prove unfounded; but the possibhility
fi'us.rotes the neel of action. With the
State Board in funds it can take such
promui measures of Isolation and disin-
fection that a sincle case need not give
sny vround for alarm. With its setion
hampered for lack of funds a single case
miy be the starting point of a disastrons
epkdamic.

Tue Governor should act to ralse the
money need~l Tor a vigorons ficht against
cholera wherever it appears without an-
other Lhour's delay.

UNATTEACTIVE FUNDS,

The politieal project of the New York
World to raise & fund which shall capti-
vat: the doubiful voters of the North.
west, and thus give the World a first
mortgage on the expected Democratic ad-
ministration, has struck a new obsiacle,
1t fell early into the sere and yellow leaf
of half-dollar and dime contributions; but
the new troubie is sueh as bids fair to
make the doubiful voter refuss to deal
with the World fund at any price.

Contem poraneously with the raising of
this fund, the World's enterprise has
undertaken the function of sending re-
porters to violate the quarantine and to
open communications with the people on
the quarantined steamers. The notes
which evme from the infected vessels lie
cheek by jowl as it were with the drafts,
checks or other negotiable papers which
are to charm the voters of doubtful
Btates. This is strietly calculated to
give the World no pleasing reputa-
tion with the expected recipients.

“Nom olst" Is an old proverb as applied
to money; but when the currency may
carry & cholera germ it is justifiably in bad
odor. A draft of cold air is bad tor some
people, but & monetary draft that comes
from the same drawers as the missives
from the Normannia bas much more fatal
possibilities, .

No doubt people in the Northwest might
be found to aceept the World's funds
under ordinary conditions; bat it would be
a decidedly alzgmpriate ending of its
pending projectd if everyone should de-
velop the instinets of virtue and self-pres-
ervation fo the extent of declining to
touch the currency which carries such
possibllities as the comma bacillus,

AN ENGLISH EXAMPLE.

The recent failure of some largs build-
ing and loan associations in England,
which are the counterpart of the national
organizations in this country, calls atten-
tion to what Tee DispaTcu pointed ont
us the danger in such organizations, esrly
in the history of their formation. The
same danger has been demonstrated in
this ecountry, though fortunately to a less
extent than seems to be the case in

England.

The national associations find their
raison d' sfre in the ability to coliect sub-
scriptions and lend money all over the
couniry. This widened scope permits
money 1o be taken from where it is plenty
and loaned where it is searce. But
against this advantage is the fact that the
sucoess of local building and loan associa-
tions lies in the thorough knowiedge of
the security on which money is lent, and
the strict supervision over all the opers-
tions. These safeguards it is impossible
to establish to the same degree in the
natlonal associations. Every holder of &
single share In & Jocal organizstion has
data on which he can determine the value
of the property loaned on, the disposition
of the association’s money and the care of
it managements. Not even the officers of
an organization whose operations are scat-
tered over a dozen Biates >an know iis
condition with the same thoroughness.

Not only are the opportanitiesfor dis-
honesty muitiplied In geometric ratlo by
the expansion of the fisld of oparations,
but without any deliberate malversation
loauns may be made on overestimated
security, ecollections may be hard to ob-
tain and the organization finally falls into

aged bonestly and successfully. We are
glad to believe that there are eminent
illustrations of that fact. But the strict
supervision which makes the local assocla-
tions a near approximation to absolute
security cannot be attained as fully in the
larger organizations,

AN EXAMPLE NEEDED,

There is pertinence in the fact that the
steamship company whose vessels have
bronght the great majority of the cholera
eases now in quarantine in New York isa
regulor offender in this matter. Before
the cholera eommeneed its westward jour-
ney from Persia It brought the typhus
fever into this country and secured the
introduction of infected immigrants by
concealing the truth. Its agent was in-
dicted at the tlme, but no adequate
punishment was inflicted. The same
record has Dbeen enlarged in the cholera
trouble.

In the first place the port whence this
line starts adopted the policy of shipping
immigrants liahle to be iufected to all
parts of the world, and is now saffering a
fearful penalty therefor. In the next
place the steamship company has per-
sistently erowded Itz steamers with immi.
prants when infectlon was certaln, and
then secured cabin passengers under the
falee repredentation that there would be
no steerage passengers on its vessels
Later, when this course is destroying
its best paving trafic, it professes to
devote certain steamers to the work of
bringing the dangerons immigrant traffic
to the United States; and finally when its
passengers are quarantined in New York
bay It shows iiself very lax in the work of
providing the best care for those whom it
has misled into very perilous ecircum-
stances. lts whole course has been a re-
markable illustration of the greed for
gain overriding every consideration for
buman life and the public health,

Buch facts show the necessity for vigor-
ous prosecutions in every case where the
health laws are violated. If those respon-
sible for bringing the typhus fever into
this country on the Normannia last win-
ter had been adequately punished, a
greater degree of .care might have been
exercised by the company against the
cholera.  As it is, thiz offender should be
given to understand that it Is the object
of eonstant susviclon and watchfulness,
It might be salutary, too, if Americans
who travel abroad should bear In mind
that a company which has demonstrated
its readiness to expose them to deadly in-
fection for the sake of the passage money
is not a good one fo patronize.

HEALTH THE MOST URGENT.

At their first meeting of the fall session
vesterday Counclls had matters of the
utmost importance brought to their atten-
tion. The Mayor's veto of the purchase
of additional park lands was not only ex-
peeted but foretold in Tme DispaTcm
some time ago. Parks are to be en-
couraged, and Chief Bigelow deserves
much ecredit for all that he does and tries
to do to improve the city in this direction.
But parks are not a first necessity, and
such comparative luxuries must give
way to more urgent demands on the
municipai treasury. The proposal to add
fifty pew men to the police force for the
better defense of Oakland and the East
End naturally follows on the rapid growth
in those districts.

These matters, in common with all else,
however, must give place at this time to
the prompt and eareful consideration of
ordinances dealing with Pittsburg’s clean-
liness nand consequent health. Those
measures providing for a proper disposal
of the eity's garbage, for the arrest on sight
of persons depositing refuse in placesother
than those prescribed for the purpose, and
putting an end to the iniguitous pest pit
system on Mt Washington, should all be
considered with the utmost care and
passed into law with the maximum
amount of promptness in a satisfactory
form.

XO NEED OF PANIC,

Two opinions on the cholera were pub-
lished last week, both of which have no
slight value. Prof. Virchow, of Berlin,
whose scientific position and special
studies of the disease give him especial
anthority, rendered one of them, Sir
Edwin Arnold, who has been familiar
with it in India, gives the other. Both
are valuable as showing the methods of
fighting the disease publicly and privately
and as showing the needlessness of panie.

Virchow's authority that thorongh quar-
antine will stop the cholera is reassuring.
The difficulty i not in arresting the
disease, if gquarantine is efficient, but in
making quarantine so efficient that no
loopholes will be left by favoritism or neg-
ligence. It is importa nt to learn that ab-
solute quarantine gives sure protection
agoinst this disease, It is also interesting
to bhave the assurance of Virchow that
“cholera Is less dangerous than diphtheria
and other diseases which cause less com-
motion.”

To the same tenor is Sir Edwin Arnold’s
statement from his experience. He saya
it is “a disense of dirt and cowardice."’ It
is not a thing for a healthy person to fear,
“Drink," he says, “no milk or water that
has not been boiled, scald your vegetables’
and take five drops of hydrochlorie acld
in half a cup of hot tea and you can walk
unharmed in the midst of cholera.” Cold
weather, ‘he asserts, will check the dis-
ease,

These anthorities give us every reason
to hope that the disease will not become
epidemic 4n this country, this year at
least. With a vigilant firht made against
it at qnarantine, with energetic work done
in the wayof cleaning up all our cities,
and with the frost season near at hand,
the probabilities are very much its
getting any headway this fall. But the
same constant vigllance will have to be
exerted all the winter and all next som.
mer to prevent its spread next year,

By all means lot every immigrant passed
by quarantine officials receive n oertificate
to that eftect. But when this has been done
1t will prill be incumbent on loeal authori-
tles to make an luspection on their own ao-
count to ascertain whether dangerons
symptoms Dave perchance doveioped since
the tokens of safety were issned. In the
fullness of precauntions nione lies security,
and chanoss must be taken nowhers,

Criticlsm of the Recent Institate,
To the Editor of The Dispateh:

Another annual session of the Allegheny
County Teachers' Institute has come and
gone. There were so many misstatements
and unmerited eulogies made concerning
the work done in the Institute and those
who did it, that I feel constralned to name
some of them. One report says: “The iden
of dividinz the teashersinto clnsses origin-
ated with Prof. Hamilton.” This s not cor-
reot.  Your “Mall Pouch," Aususc 20, 1801,
contained o communication which made
that suggestion. But while the attempt to
olassi(y teachers this year was made, owing
to lte management the best results were not
realizgel. There were four o'asses, A, B, C,
D, to be instructed in different roomas at the
same time, Cinss D, was for tenchers of
ungraded schools. This clnss oococupisd the
large audience room. At certain periods
the teachers, indiscriminately, ware di-
rected to retire to classtrooms A, B, Band O,
and the overflow to return to roomn D. The

tendent could- bave assigned from 1 to
175 to room A, from 175 to 350 to roomn B, trom
850 to 525 to room U, from 526 to 700 to room D
for the first assignment. They conld then
have been moved from room to room till
each teacher coula have heard all in each
room.

It would have been better, however, to as-
sign a certain number of teachers to n par-
tioulnr room permanently, except for the
general exercises, and dieot the instructors
to pass fiom room to room. It cannoteven
be said that the lustructor of g room cov-
eraed more ground on the same subject by
staying there, for he did not have the same
tenoliors before him saoh time, owivy to the
haphazard securing of sents. Dat, snapposing
he had the snme teachers each time, to the
exciusion of all others, wns that doing jus-
tice to the others?

In my lettor to Tar Dispaton, August 19,

JUPITER HAS FIVE MOONS,

The Greateat Diseosvary of Our Time Jaat
Munde Throagh the Lick Giass.

Cmicaco, Sept. 12—"Prof. Barnard has
enrned a niche for himself beside Gallleo,
Horachel and other men of that kind and the
permanency of his Inme Is as securs as it
can be.” B. W. Burnham, the wellknown
astronomer who recently resigned from the
siafl of the Lick Observatory toaccept the
position of clerk of the United States Ciroult
Lourt in this elty, made the remark to-day
and showed the following telegra:

“MouvstT HaMiLToN OBSERVATORY, Sept 12

“E, . Barnard sends gresting toS. W, Burn.
ham, with a fifch satellite to Japiter, of the
13th magnitude; period, 17 hours and 38
minutes: aistance from center, 112,400 miles.”

“The discovery of this satellite, whioch was
made by Barnard Saturday,” continued Mr.
Burnham, *is the greatest aatronomical
achievement of the century, and will cause
the world of sclenoe to ring. It simply
means the addition of another body to the
solar system, which is, in these days, a most
stupendous discovery, Lt is fargreater than
the finding of the satellites of Mars, for
these two bodles were more or less easy of
obgervation. Barnard's work mnkes an ad-
dition to the solar (amily in a neld that was
well worn out, and which was thought to
have been so thoroughly sifted that astron-
omors gave up the task of looking for freah
tacts. Then, too, Jupiter hiss been the moss
observed of all the pianats, for the renson
that it is #o vory large and snch a grani body
withal that it invites inspection.

“] ean tell you that this will be grand news
for the astronomors of Kurope. Darnard fs
an able man and an observer who does not
waste his time, This is the first good work
of any moment that has been done with the
Lick talescope, and if such observations as
this are continned,the big glass will serve to
bring us on new lghts elsewhere in the uni-
vorse, and turn up startling discoveries as
the most unexpected piaces. Barnard is an
enthusiaat whose heart and soul are in his
work. He works for the pure love of the
oocupation and af the sclence, and does not
do it for pay. And it is men Iike this that
bring to humanity such an immortal dis-
covery as this™
